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PRICE CHANGES AND THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK 


Distinct improvement in the financial situation has marked 
the course of the month’s events. Several weak stocks, which 
ay have led to considerable trouble, have been cleared up. 
This does not, by any manner of means, indicate that money 
or capital is cheap, but a part of the task has been accom- 

lished successfully. The ability of London to draw gold 
rom the United States is evidently diminishing, and it is 
probable that by the first of November the balance of ex- 
change will turn in favor of the United States. This does 
not mean that gold will flow back to us, but it will mean an 
end to the heavy outflow which has been so marked. 

While it is difficult to secure capital, and the price is 
practically prohibitive in some instances, it is well to note 
that New England municipalities have been able to float 
long-term bond issues and the short-term notes of railways 
and industrial companies coming due are taken care. of as 
they mature. Capital is undoubtedly accumulating, but it 
is not available for new construction. Numerous instances 
are found where contractors have taken bonds in payment 
for their work in lieu of the possibility of the work’s being. 
postponed. 

Railroad construction is at the lowest point since the 
depression of the '70’s, less money being put into permanent 
improvements by railways at this time, in proportion to the 
value of their property, than ever before. This is particularly 
noticeable in the purchases of new equipment and new motive 
power. The railway rate case has been reopened, but appar- 
ently, from newspaper accounts, there is little hope of any 
relief being granted. 

The iron and steel industry is at a lower ebb than at any 
time in recent history. Export orders are few; the small 
amount of new construction in the United States has prac- 
tically stopped the buying of steel. In fact, the output of 
the mills now is insufficient to take care of the replacements 
which should be made. As an indication of the hard position 
of the steel companies, it is noted that the United States 
Steel Corporation cut the dividend rate on its common stock 
to one-half of one per cent. The former rate was one and 
one-quarter per cent. quarterly. 

The export situation is much improved... The buying of 
machine tools by the belligerent powers has been large; like- 
wise, ammunition, horses, and automobiles. The purchasing 
agents of various foreign governments have been busily 
engaged during the last few days in buying automobiles and 
it is probable that this country will have an opportunity to 
furnish as much war material as it can produce. 

Foreign trade is rapidly assuming normal proportions. 
Large shipments of foodstuffs and military supplies, as well 
as the belated shipments of cotton now beginning, are rapidly 
clearing the situation, and it is probable that foreign exchange 
will shortly turn in favor of the United States, particularly 
if European holders of American securities do not sell them 
in this market. This is of course impossible as long as the 
New York Stock Exchange remains closed. 

Advertisements of contracts in which it is seteety stated 
that the contractor will be paid in bonds of the municipality 
or county, are common. This is simply another way of get- 
ting around the law prohibiting the sale of stocks or bonds 
at less than par. 

Financial relief will probably be found for the more hard- 
pressed cotton planters, but the cotton states have suffered 
a severe setback which cannot be minimized. Their ability 
to go into diversified farming another year may mean much 
continued prosperity, but it does not buy food and clothes 
for this winter. 

Added to the long list of dividends which have been passed 
since the announcement of the war, comes the reduction in 
the quarterly disbursement of the United States Steel Corpo- 
ration. This conservative policy may not be to the liking 
of investors, but it is thoroughly sound, and will make for 
better business in the future. 

The inability of railways to secure funds, as well as muni- 
cipalities and industrials, during the ee two or three years, 
is now generally recognized as being due more to the prepara- 
tion of European nations for a general war, than any other 
one thing. While it is not much consolation to ascertain 
this, it is some satisfaction to find out that after all, the 
ills to which we have been subject were not all of our own 
making. 

Labor is anxious to work, and at comparatively any wage. 
Factory help is very plentiful. Rough iabor is in larger 
supply than at any other time in the last half dozen years. 

An indication of better business in mill construction 
is the recent award made by the Naumkeag Steam Cotton Co., 
Salem, Mass., to the Turner Construction Co., 11 Broadway, 
New York, N. Y., for the construction of a mill and storehouse. 
The mill will be four stories and basement, 135x722 ft., and 
the storehouse five stories and basement, $2x500 ft., both of 
reinforced concrete. 


LABOR 


Conditions for the worker are more unsatisfactory than 
they have been since the panic of 1907, and in fact, at that 
time there was more hope for a better employment of labor 
in the neur future than there is at present. It is evident 
that even should the railways secure higher rates, and conse- 

uently have more funds, they would apply these funds to 

liquidating past indebtedness before making new improve- 
ments. With the cities and municipalities restricted in their 
borrowing power as they are, there will be less construction 
than in several years. The building industry during the 
winter, at least, will be cut down to small proportions. 


CEMENT. LIME AND BRICK 


Cement—Manufacturers of cement 
business as they expected; that is, 
Deliveries or old contracts, however, 
ingly well, particularly in and around New York, and one 
of the peculiar features of the situation is the report that 
the sellers of Rosendale cement have disposed of more cement 
this year than in several years past. Moreover, the towing 
business on the Hudson River has been more satisfactory 
than ever before. There is no cutting the price of cement, 
and while it is likely that a good deal of the production of 
the Lehigh Valley District will have to be cut down, it is 
significant to note likewise that the towing businesss on the 
Hudson River has been more active than in several years. An 
export demand has made itself felt, but due to the inability 
of bankers to provide a medium of exchange and to extend 
credit, there has been practically no business closed. More- 
over, steamship accommodations are most unsatisfactory, 
particularly for this kind of material, which must go at a 
low rate or not at all.

IRON AND STEEL 


Pig Iron—The market has never been quite as dull since 
the depression of 1893 as it is at present. Even the financial 
panic of 1907, which resulted in a cutting down of production, 
was more drastic, perhaps, than at present, but there was 
some business. Now the trade seems to be at a standstill. 
A, few foundries in New England have bought sparingly, and 
some cast-iron pipemakers have been in the market. But as 
a general rule, prices are slowly crumbling, and even at that, 
no buyers come into the market. It is significant that pro- 
ducers in the Alabama field maintain a price of $10, but stocks 
are accumulating in the yards in large amounts 

Quotations for lots of 100 tons or over, ports named, are 
as follows: Cincinnati Southern Foundry No. 2, $13 to $13.50;

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METALS 


Copper—It is becoming more and more evident day by 
day that the price of copper and of products made of this 
metal must go to new levels. With the market almost as dull 
as possible, with scarcely any business of quantity, comes the 
announcement that the British Government has put copper 
on the contraband list, with a view to shutting off et 
which go to Germany by way of Holland and Denmark. his 
is a serious blow to the copper industry in the United States, 
for Germany would continue to take mtch metal. The dull- 
ness has had little effect on prices. Sales have been at 11% 
to 11%c., delivered in New York. The unevenness in the 
market is seen by quotations of 12 to 12%c. for copper wire 
in carload lots at the mill, 16%c. for copper sheet. In Ger- 
many, electrolytic copper sells at about 20c. 


Tin—The price of tin dropped below the 30c. level early 
in the month, but later advanced to 31%c., when announce- 
ment was made that a ship carrying 1000 tons of tin had 
been sunk. When it is realized that 1000 tons of tin is about 
8 of the visible supply all over the world, the importance 
of such a loss can be seen. But even this had little effect in 
keeping the price up, for bo the end of October it had again 
dropped below 30c. Quotations range from 29% to 30%c. for 
large lots, depending on the nature of the transaction. 


Lead—The market is again easier, sales in New York being 
ace at 3.50c., and the St. Louis market quoted at 3.35 to 
.40c. 


Spelter—The market has declined again, and 5.05 to 5.15c. 
is demanded in New York, while in St. Louis, prime Western 
brands of spelter can be had at 4.95c. 


Aluminum—The metal is quiet and prices are easier, 18 to 
19c. per lb. for No. 1 ingot in large lots. 


Antimony—All the antimony used in the United States is 
imported. At the outbreak of the war, there were large 
stocks on hand in this country. At that time, prices shot up 
rapidly, but later declined. Antimony is now being shipped 
abroad. Quotations are much unsettled, ordinary brands 
selling at 14 to 15c., and Cookson’'s at 17% to 18c.

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Safeguarding United States Investments—The 
decline in the price of securities listed on the New 
Exchange during the last days of July was due to the sales 
4 foreign holders. It is estimated that our securities held 
abroad have an aggregate value of $3,000,000,000 to $5,000,- 
000,000. To pay for these in gold would be impossible, to pay 
for them in foodstuffs and merchandise would entail great 
sacrifices, to pay for them in extended credits would entail 
the least disturbance to business here, and would, moreover, 
be most satisfactory to foreign holders. In a recent article 
in the “Journal of Commerce,” which is reprinted in part, 
= opinion is expressed that the latter course may be worked 
out: 

“The attitude of the administration toward the placing of 
the so called credit loans is practically a reply to the repre- 
sentations as to the situation that have. been made to it. At 
the outbreak of the war, the view was taken that no foreign 
loans ought to be placed in the United States, because such 
action would be a violation of neutrality. This position led 
to the practical vetoing of a large French loan that was then 
being negotiated. The answer of foreigners was in substance 
that in that event they would simply call for the liquidation 
of American securities which their citizens were holding, and 
would use the cash proceeds in buying supplies. This propo- 
sition has practically led to a reconsideration of the problem. 
If foreign governments are allowed to place a sort of loan 
in the United States in the shape of a credit with American 
bankers, probably to be funded at a more convenient season 
into longer term securities, the consequence of such action 
is to obviate the necessity of pinctas such loans in their own 
cevemeery. Citizens who would otherwise be disposed to take 
up the issues are not called upon to do so, and consequently 
the selling of American securities in order to realize funds 
for war operations is checked. The foreigners get American 
capital, but they get it on new terms as to interest and with- 
out the necessity of marking down their American issues. 

“The United States uses its exports as a means of liquidat- 
ing its current trade balance and of meeting such demands 
for the return of actually invested capital as may be made. 
The outcome is an adjustment of international relationships 
which obviates the further draining away of gold from the 
United States if the plan works smoothly. Assuming that it 
is put into effect with full success, the consequence of its 
operation would naturally be the readjustment of conditions 
and the probable early opening of the exchanges. This does 
not mean, of course, that such opening is necessarily to occur 
in any immediate future, although it is believed that healthier 
conditions would result if such opening were to occur. Even 
Southern cotton interests now seem to desire the reopening 
of the Cotton Exchange. But it does mean that the founda- 
—_ of ae accommodation looking in that direction will have 

een laid. 

“The possibility of settling matters in this way was not 
opened until the question what should be actually regarded as 
contraband was tentatively settled, and such a settlement 
has been one of the objects most earnestly sought by the 
administration for a good while past. The adjustment on 
cotton is one of the features of the working out of the prob- 
lem, and similar action in the way of determining exactly 
what export embargoes shall be enforced is in process of 
being planned. It is believed that complete revival of the 
export trade will be due to three conditions, as follows: (1) 
Growing dependence of re nations upon the supplies of 
food and goods in the United tSates; (2) settlement of out- 
standing questions regarding the treatment to be accorded 
to cargoes shipped in neutral vessels and to vessels in gen- 
eral under the American flag; (3) working out of a system 
of loans under which all nations will be able to make their 
bargains for American goods and pay for them in credits, 
such credits, of course, being charged off against obligations 
of the United States which would otherwise be likely to be 
liquidated by the sale of securities and the demand for cash 
in payment therefor. 

“Students of international trade believe that, while the 

resent active export movement will go on and will tend to 

Coop our domestic establishments busy manufacturing and 
shipping goods abroad for a good while in order to make up 
for the lowered productivity of the nations that are at war, 
and while this wil? result in corresponding profits, inasmuch 
as the prices for the goods will necessarily be high and the 
return to makers in proportion, there will be a_ perceptible 
check to the further extension of enterprise in this country. 
This will result from the fact that the profits of the business 
we shall be doing will be simply used in liquidating obliga- 
cions due abroad, or in taking up foreign obligations which 
call merely for payment in the future. 

“There will be no foreign capital seeking investment on 
favorable terms in the United States. Indeed, loan agencies 
and institutions which have heretofore drawn their supplies 
of funds from abroad now report that they are doing no busi- 
ness whatever. Domestic owners of capital will be as little 
able to devote their wealth to new development. High inter- 
est rates paid on foreign securities will make an effective 
demand for the loan funds of the nation, and may result in 
the United States wecering more largely than heretofore the 
creditor of Europe. Whether the situation results in merely 
paying off some American obligations, or in taking over the 
ownership of a large block of European obligations, the con- 
sequence will be the same—to render capital costly in the 
United States, and to prevent the application or investment 
of capital in this country under the terms or on the condi- 
tions that have prevailed in the past. 

“Much will depend, it is Seeet upon the extent of the 
upward drift of exports within the next few months. There 
has been an energetic effort to get American cotton started 
again in British and continental markets, but this, while 
partially resulting in success, has hardly had the consequences 
as yer ‘hat had been hoped. While general exports are rising 
to surpri.‘ng figures,.and are, of course, helping the situation 
in a very material degree, they are not enough. It is the 
view of the best informed authorities that the cotton trade 
must in effect be reéstablished before a thorough improvement 
ean be looked for. There have been charges, extensively 
believed in, that a combination of foreign buyers not to pur- 
chase cotton actually existed, and there has likewise been 
urgent demand that this alleged combination be broken down. 
If the effort to break it succeeds, the general trade prospect 
will, in the opinion of those who assert the existence of the 
combine, be immensely improved.”
